NEWS OF THE WEEK CONDENSED. 


A Budget of ■Iseellaneous Jottings 
Briefly and Curtly Told In this 
Column. 


At present there are about 10,000 
men on tbe Souda frontier, of which 
there are gathered at Akasbeb three 
battalions of infantry, a squadron of 
cavalry and a battery of six gnus nnder 
Hunter Pasba. The latter foroe, as 
soon as sufficient camels have arrived, 
will push on to Snarda, wbiob is garri¬ 
soned by a strong foroe of Dervishes. 

Anthentio information received m 
Constantinople shows that tbe Turkish 
prison at Marash is crowded with Ar¬ 
menians, wbo are subjected to horrible 
tortures. A renewal of massacres is 
feared. The Redifs and Basbi Bazouks 
quartered at Zietonn are devastating 
the lands of Armenians. The polioe 
have recommenced arresting Armen¬ 
ians. 


Senor del Castillo, the Prime Minis¬ 
ter, states that political reforms in 
Cuba will not be applied until circum¬ 
stances are favorable for such action 
and Captain-General & Weyler re¬ 
quests that it be taken. It also states 
that the Prime Minister reaffirms that 
tbere is not]tbe slightest foundation for 
the reports that negotiations are being 
carried on between the Governments at 
Madrid and Washington. 

A dispatch from Madrid to the 
Temps says that tbe speech from the 
throne to be delivered in tbe Cortes 
May 11 will declare the entire satisfac¬ 
tion of the Spanish with tbe attitude 
of the Government at Washington 
toward Cuba. Tbe speech will also 
announce tbe intention of the Govern¬ 
ment to grant to Cnba a greater 
amount of local power in the adminis¬ 
tration of affairs on the island, bnt 
will not grant political autonomy nor 
any revision of tbe tariff. 

Tbe wedding of Princess Alexandria 
of Saxe-Cobnrg Gotha and daughter 
of the Duke of Edinburgh, to the 
hereditary Prince Ernest of Hobenlohe- 
Lagenbreg took plaoe at Coburg tbe 
other day. The witnesses were tbe 
Duke of York and the Grand Duke 
Paul of Russia. The Dnke of Saxe- 
Coburg Gotha conducted the Empress 
of Germany to tbe oburch and tbe Em¬ 
peror of Germany escorted the Docbess 
of Saxe-Cobnrg Gotba. At the moment 
of the exchange of rings an artillery 
salute was fired. The wedding break-, 
fast took place in tbe throne room. 

Dispatobes from various points in 
the Province of Quebec report that the 
floods caused great damage. Tbe 
Quebec Central Railroad will lose 
$100,000 by the wreck of tbe Dridge 
at Sherbrooke.

mond, a town of 3,000 population, was 
flooded, tbe telegraph offices and many 
otber buildings were abandoned.

J.The petition of Reoeiver McNeil of 
tbe Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company to effect a settlement with 
the five receivers of tbe Union Pacific 
on tbe lines laid down in tbe report 
of the oommittee on reorganization bas 
been granted. 

"l J. C. Adams, a Chicago capitalist, 
has completed arrangements for tbe 
constrnction of a $150,000 hotel in 
Phoenix, Arizona. It will have a 
frontage on Adams street of 150 feet 
and on Center street of 137.6. Tbe 
hotel will be completed within a year. 

Tbe immense crowds of visitors 
who swarmed into Los Angelos during 
tbe Fiesta season were more than re¬ 
paid. Tbe festival was tbe grandest 
the oity has ever oelebrated, the con¬ 
tinuous carnival lasting five days. 
The streets were ablaze with many- 
colored lights by night, and tbe carni¬ 
val colors by day. Tne grand floral 
parade was the most beanitful ever 
seen in that oity, and was admired by 
many thousands of visitors. Santa 
Barbara also celebrated with a floral 
festival, having a display eqnal, if 
not better, than any ever held there 
previously. 

Tbe transfer of tbe Chino ranch 
property to an English syndicate un¬ 
doubtedly means much to San Bernar¬ 
dino county.

EY MUST WALK BEHIND. 


fc Ome Question of Official Etiquette Fi¬ 
nally Settled. 

Secretary of Stato Olney has finally 
ettled a question that threatened to in¬ 
volve this country in unprecedented and 
delicate complications with the repre¬ 
sentatives of their royal highnesses 
Queen Victoria, Emperor William and 
King Humbert and the president of 
France. 

There recently arose a momentous 
question as to who should walk in to 
dinner first after the president of this 
republic. It was a serious matter. When 
these four embassadors were only min¬ 
isters, it was easy enough to dispose of 
them. The man who had been in this 
country longest led the way and the 
other ministers came after in the order 
in which they landed in the country. 
And the secretary of state nlways 
marched after the president. Last year 
four ministers were made embassadors. 
Somebody was so nnkind as to hint that 
if the secretary of state had any idea of 
the diplomatic usages of court society 
in Europe ho would not be treading on 
Mr. Cleveland’s heels in the dinner pro¬ 
cession, but would modestly givo prece¬ 
dence to the embassadors. 

This stirred up the jingoism of oth¬ 
ers, who insisted that the secretary of 
state ought to take precedence over all 
embassadors. Tho cloud grew black. 

Nobody wanted to give n dinner with 
the embassadors and secretary of state 
present at tho same time, becauso no¬ 
body knew which country would be 
scratched tho hardest. One woman 
bravely settled tho question by taking 
both Olnoy and Pauucefote into dinner 
with her and reversing their positions 
at the table, while soup was passed to 
both guests simultaneously. 

When complications had grown un¬ 
bearable last week, the president him¬ 
self suggested that the rules of hospital¬ 
ity should settle the whole matter. 

“Embassadorsare embassadors,” said 
Mr. Cleveland. “We’ve got them, and 
we might as well treat ’em well. They 
are our guests, and Mr. Olney is one of 
the official household. ” 

That settled it. The four embassadors 
were duly notified that on state occa¬ 
sions, such as dinners in the White 
House, they would have the right of 
way over Mr. Olney.

MANY ODD REMEDIES. 


MAN OIL, ANT SPIRITS AND OTHER 
CURIOUS THINGS USED. 


Thow Who Cm Them Firmly Believe In 
Their Ylrtuee—Drag Clerks Supply the 
Demand by Giving Harmless Substitutes 
and Charging Fancy Prices. 


“Aye want dees filled wit’ man oil.” 

With this the speaker, u raw boned, 
itolid looking Swede, handed a dirty, 
two ounce vial across the counter of a 
Division street drug store to the clerk. 
Without saying a word or moving a 
mnscle to indicate astonishment at this 
siDgnlar request the clerk took the vial 
and disappeared behind the prescription 
case. In a moment he reappeared, and, 
handing the vial back, remarked in an 
indifferent tone: 

“Ninety cents. ” 

Being asked to tell something about 
the traffic in the fat of human beings 
the clerk grinned. 

"I gave the fellow two ounces of sim¬ 
ple cerate and charged a fancy price to 
impress him with the genuineness of the 
‘man fat,’ ” said he. “I see no harm in 
the deception. The fellow has unbound¬ 
ed faith in the virtues of man oil, and he 
wouldn’t be happy until he believed he 
had some. If I didn’t sell him some, he 
would find a druggist who would. The 
simple cerate will do him jnst as much 
good as man oil. We often have calls for 
I remedies as absard as this. We always 
j fill them—out of the simple cerate bot¬ 
tle if it be an oil, or some other harm¬ 
less drug if it be something else.” 

Investigation disclosed the fact that 
tho various portions of the city have their 
peculiarities in beliefs as to tho efficacy 
of various unusual remedies. In the 
| Swedish settlements man oil is believed 
j to have marvelous virtues in aches and 
pains when applied externally. Over in 
the stockyards region and in the south¬ 
west portion of the city dog’s greaee is 
held in high ropute as a specific for con¬ 
sumption. The men in charge at the dog 
pound declaro a great many of tho dogs 
that come to an untimely end in the 
death chamber thero are converted into 
a superior article of cod liver oil for the 
use of consumptives. They declare that 
a number of “doctors” regularly visit 
the pound and select nice, fat dogs, 
which are slaughtered by tho attendants, 
to bo rendered into oil for the alleged 
physicians’ patients. Not only this, but 
tho patients themselves often send rela¬ 
tives or friends to tho pound to get dogs 
for this purpose. Usually the attendants 
kill aud dross the dogs, receiving a 
small fee for their trouble. Sometimes 
tho dogs aro takon away to be killed. 
Ono dealer said he usually got from half 
a gallon to a gallon of oil from a dog; 
that the grease Resembled lard oil in ap¬ 
pearance ; that the oil liad no disagree¬ 
able odor if the dog was young; that 
tho dosowas a tablespoouful three times 
a day. An interesting feature brought 
out was that after a person had once used 
dog's grease other romedies would have 
no effect whatever on him. 

but on Milwaukee avenue rainworm 
oil and ant spirits are held in high re 
pute. Tho druggists have frequent calls 
for those remedies and they always fill 
the prescriptions, tho forme* out of the 
olive oil bottle and the latter with alcohol 
slightly colored. The Germans bolieve 
both remedies are valuable for external 
use for all sorts of aches aud pains, in¬ 
cluding rheumatism. Tho ant spirits are 
also takon internally. In a standard 
German pharmacopoeia, Dr. H. Hager,in 
tho edition for 1870, gives a formula for 
making the ant spirits. The directions 
given aro to take ten parts of ants to two 
parts of alcohol. Tho ingredients are to 
be rubbed in a mortar and left to stand 
for two days. The resulting colorless 
liquid is then ready for use for rheuma¬ 
tism, paralysis aud the like. 

Snake oil is regularly quoted in some 
drug price lists. A man named Sehuh 
at Cairo, Ills., is engaged in its manu¬ 
facture. John Jones of Phenix, A. T., 
devotes his entire time to tho manufac¬ 
ture of rattlesnake oil, for which he 
gets #4 a pound, the purchaser to pay 
express charges. Snake oil is reputed to 
be valuable for rheumatism. Ho comes 
to the city occasionally to work up 
trade. 

Skunk oil is in considerable demand, 
also for rheumatism. The skunk oil is 
obtained from tho skunk farms, where 
the animals are bred for their skins. 
Beliof in these remedies is often found 
among American born people. 

In all parts of the city there is a 
good trade in “love powders,” the pur¬ 
chasers usually being of the servant girl 
class. 

“When a girl comes in after ‘love 
powders,’ ” said a drug clerk on North 
State street who often has occasion to 
fill such orders, “I give her a little sug¬ 
ar of milk, which is absolutely innocu¬ 
ous. if she wants it for herself, and tell 
her to take two doses a day. If she 
wants it for her‘fellow,’she usually 
asks for the magic drug in the shape of 
candy. In that case I give her some 
worm lozenges. The drugs must give 
satisfaction, for the orders are fre¬ 
quently refilled.”—Chicago Tribune. 


CLEVELAND’S BIRTHPLACE.

A Trolley Company at Caldwell. 

Wants to Demolish It. 

For the past two years the trustees of 
the First Pfesbyterian church at Cald¬ 
well, N. J., have been fighting the 
North Jersey Traction company, which 
is trying to get a franchise for a trol¬ 
ley road through the town, which, if 
granted, wonld necessitate the destruc¬ 
tion of the birthplace of the president 
of the United States, Grover Cleveland. 
Other residents of Caldwell want the 
trolley, but as the trustees hold the 
right to a part of the principal thorough¬ 
fare and do not wish the road on ac¬ 
count of the destruction of this memora¬ 
ble spot, matters in that usually qniet 
little borough are at present somewhat 
mixed. 

The house where President Cleveland 
was born is the parsonage of the First 
Presbyterian church, over which his fa¬ 
ther presided at the time of Grover’s 
birth. 

It is a pretty wooden structure, two 
stories in height, and bnilt after plans 
which at that time were considered the 
most approved. It sets back a little way 
from the road on Bloomfield avenue, one 
of the prettiest roads in New Jersey, 
and in a direct line, according to sur¬ 
veyors, with the tracks of the “deadly” 
trolley. As long ago as Jnly, 1894, the 
fight was begun, and it is just now 
about to be settled. 

The trolley people say that although 
they will not harm the church in any 
way, the road will have to run very 
close to it and directly over the spot 
which the parsonage occupies. They are 
determined to build the road, and have 
already an appraisal of the church par¬ 
sonage, which is given as $100,000. 

The directors of the Caldwell railway 
have now joined in the fight, and, 
strange to say, are endeavoring to secure 
the trolley company their franchise.— 
New York Journal.

A few saffron arrows of light are thrown 
np in the eastern horizon, and distant 
mountain heads begin to glow. Simul¬ 
taneously a stir arises in the village, 
and gaping villagers of all ages begin to 
issue out from their graceful atap houses 
and make toward the place of rendez¬ 
vous. By the time the party has gather¬ 
ed, some 20 minutes, the horizon seems 
to explode, a wide rush of orange light 
spreads near and far, and the great hot 
sun comes np, panting. Then follows 
the most delicious hour of the day. A 
hundred hues of green are bronglit ont 
into shining relief, every dewy leaf be¬ 
comes a prism in which rainbows float. 
Tho jungle life awakens iuto its morn¬ 
ing psalm, brilliant birds twitter and 
coo together seeking the early bug, gor¬ 
geous butterflies come forth to dry their 
spangled wings on leafy shrubs, while 
far in the jungle often the hoarse, gut¬ 
tural, fearsome growl of tho Malayan 
tiger sounds bass to the chorus. 

The picnickers are now under way. 
Before them is a march of six or seven 
miles through virgin jungle and open 
spaces of country. That will consume 
some two or three hours. Some of the 
females are mounted upon elephants— 
if thero are any well to do families in 
the village. They sit very gracefully on 
their lofty mounts and enjoy the ride, 
if we may judge from their faces and 
frequent peals of laughter. Most of the 
party is afoot. They aro in holiday cos¬ 
tume. A finely woven sarong of cotton 
or silk forms the lower garment of men 
and women alike. The sarong is many 
hned and the most graceful of gar¬ 
ments. It consists of a piece of material 
of suitable length sewed together at the 
side, both ends being open. The upper 
end, in wearing, is tucked neatly aud 
tightly together with the hand aud 
held securely around the waist by a 
belt. Sometimes these krosaugs, or 
belts, are richly jeweled and worth as 
much as 2,000 silver dollars. But we 
shall not see that sort at a picnic. The 
upper garment of men and women alike 
is a cloth or cotton jacket (kabaia). In¬ 
stead of buttons the women use for fas¬ 
tenings a number of gold or silver 
brooches. The men largely affect brass 
buttons. Over this jackot the females 
wear another sarong, which is made to 
meet over the head, aud serves the 
damsel as a shade, nnd when she 
pleases as a veil. The feet of all are 
protected by a kind of wooden sandal. 
All these garments are loose, aro a poem 
for harmony of colors, and there is no 
fold that does violence to beauty aud 
graco. This is a poor enough picture of 
our picnic party, or 70 or 100 Malay 
men, women, boys aud girls passing, 
joking and laughing along their pleas¬ 
ure way. The braves carry some spears 
and parangs, in case a tiger or leopard 
molost. The fair bear along a little rice 
aud curry spice. Tho bulk of provisions 
they trust Tnhan Allah to provide at the 
picnic ground. “How very nice,” I 
hear the gentle lady reader say. “Why, 
preparation of meats and pies and con¬ 
fections, you know, is such a bother.” 

Our outing party now feel that they 
have gone far enough and they mny 
halt, no matter just where—for every¬ 
where is lovely—so long as they ure in 
tho vicinity of a mountain aud its water 
pools. So a pool is chosen as one likely 
to contain in its black depths a suf¬ 
ficiency of good, fat fish. The men at 
once prepare to dynamite this pool, or 
else throw the fish paralyzing tuba root 
into the water. Then 20 men leap into 
tho pool, while a number of women are 
stationed at the shallow and lower end 
to catch the escaping finny tribe. Ah, 
no big fish are caught! They must be 
lying dead or benumbed at the bottom 
of the pool. Aud now the boldest swim¬ 
mers dive in and far down. They search 
the bottom, they even thrust their hands 
iuto the water filled caves of the rocky 
sides. One by one tho divers come pant¬ 
ing np. Some of them grasp in each 
hand a great, shining, silvery fish. What 
luck! Two fish at a time, each 10 or 15 
pounders. Then the stolid Malay relaxes, 
he shouts, he praises Allah, and the 
whole camp becomes a scene of rejoic¬ 
ing, as the spoil is flung alive into the 
pot of already boiling water, or sqnirms 
grilling, roasting, frying, on ground 
fires kindled by boys and girls as the 
prey was being taken. Rice is also pre¬ 
pared, and before long the whole party is 
seated aronnd the green banquet board, 
enjoying fish as yon like it and curry 
and rice such as only the Malay house¬ 
wife can concoct. The joysome meal 
finished, the party betakes itself to smok¬ 
ing, chewing betel and telling stories, 
under all of which influences it is not 
surprising that the next scene is a gen¬ 
eral siesta, which lasts till abont 3 
o’clock, when the old man of the party 
wisely observes it is getting late and it 
is time to be starting back. Night must 
not overtake them, or they may meet 
Stripes or Spots, ont also for a picnic, 
and vastly preferring fresh meat to fish.

The Life or a Salmon. 

Entering rivers to spawn, going down 
to the sea and re-entering the rivers 
constitutes shortly the life history of 
the salmon. Speaking generally, it feeds 
but little in fresh water, and loses 
weight. In the sea it feeds ravenously 
and increases at n most remarkable 
rate. One British killed salmon has at¬ 
tained to 70 pounds in weight aud 4>^ 
feet in length. This fish was taken in 
tho Tay, and a cast of it is now in the 
Buckland museum. Although this was 
a monster fish, almost without prece¬ 
dent, yet 40 pound salmon are not at 
all uncommon. In rivers the food of the 
salmon consists mainly of ephemera 
and their larvae, worms, and the spawn 
and fry of various fresh water fishes. In 
the sea its food is more varied aud 
abundant. Salmon aro invariably found 
| in the proximity of shrimp grounds,

HOW TO 


REDUCE TRANSPORTATION 
CHAROES. 


The farmers and producers who 
complain that their profits are con¬ 
sumed by transportation charges and 
whoso efforts for relief have been 
directed solely to securing a reduction 
of railroad freight rates,wonld do well 
to look into the matter of the cost of 
wagon transportation and to the means 
for its reduction. 

If they will investigate, they will 
find that their transportation bnrden 
can be materially lightened by their 
own efforts and without the interven¬ 
tion of Congiess or Railroad Commis¬ 
sions. The measnie of relief to be 
obtained by the construction of good 
wagon roads is mnch greater than is 
generally supposed. All freight is 
first hauled by wagons over the com¬ 
mon roads to roach either water or 
rail on its way to its final destination; 
therefore, the cost of wagon transpor¬ 
tation may be said to apply to the total 
freight tonnage of the country. 

The lowest and most conservative 
estimate of the cost of wagon transpor¬ 
tation in the United States, places the 
average cost per ton at 25 cents per 
mile, and the average length of the 
haul at eight miles, making the

MUM IS THE WORD.

Mr. D. McFarland Moore, the electri¬ 
cian of Newark, N. J., has just patent¬ 
ed an invention which will revolution¬ 
ize electric lighting in more than one 
way. He announces that he has solved 
the problem of how to make light with¬ 
out heat, something which has puzzled 
scientists for a generation, and with an 
ordinary 110 volt electric current he se¬ 
cures the most beautiful white light 
from glass tubes. The apparatus which 
furnishes almost the luster of daylight 
is scarcely bigger than an ordinary tea¬ 
cup, and the little machine through 
which the current passes before it reach¬ 
es it is not bigger than one’s finger. 

The old incandescent light is produced 
by the action of a current passing 
through a loop of carbon filament in a 
vacuum bulb. The new light comes 
from the passage of a current through 
the vacuum itself without any carbon 
filament. The inventor will hand the 
visitor a long glass tube, about as big 
as a broomstick, and then pnt out all 
the light in the room. Iu a few seconds 
streams of light begin playing through 
the tube from one end to the other, with 
no wire connecting the tube with any 
apparatus. It is mysterious and weird. 
It is a species of electrical induction. 
The light is produced by what, for want 
of a better name, may be called ether 
vibrations. Mechanically speaking, to 
quote the inventor: 

“I am using vibrations similar to 
those of an electric bell, putting them 
iu a vacuum and gettiug the result you 
j see. ’ ’ 

The apparatus for producing the new 
light is merely the small magnet and a 
glass tube the size of a cigar. Within 
the tube is supported a piece of watch 
I spring. At one end of this is a small 
disk of soft iron, about a quarter of an 
inch iu diameter. Midway in length 
and in contact with the spring is an 
iron wire, the size of a pin. This wiro 
extends through the glass, as does the 
wiro attached to tho watcli spring. Tho 
air is then exhausted iu tho glass tube, 
leaving two metal contacts in a high 
vacuum anil permitting the spring to 
vibrate freely. 

When the glass tube (called the vi¬ 
brator) is plaoed over tho center of the 
magnet and the wires in the tube are 
connected with wires iu tho magnet, 
both being part of the electric circuit, 
the current iu the primary current 
brings into existence a second current 
of sufficient strength to produce the new 
light; when this latter current is con¬ 
nected with a hermetically sealed glass 
receiver, having absolutely nothing in 
it, artificial daylight is the result, 
through the vibrutions of ether. 

One of these days the inventor hopes 
to put on the market sticks of electric 
light that can be carried in the vest 
pocket. He expects to mako a tremen¬ 
dous saving iu tho cost of producing 
electric light. As at present made only 
ubont one-seventh of one ton of coal is 
converted into light, all the rest being 
wasted in heat. 

When Mr. Moore first applied to the 
I patent office, the reply came that a put- 
ent must be refused, as thoro was no 
law known to electrical science where¬ 
by such devices would work. Mr. Moore 
thereupon took his apparatus to Wash¬ 
ington, illuminated a room in, the pat¬ 
ent office with tho new light, which lie 
had just been told would not work, and 
won a complete victory, securing his 
patents without further question. This 
is tho first public announcement of his 
discovery. It has been inspected by such 
scientists as Professor Anthony, former¬ 
ly of Cornell university; Professors 
Crokerand Pupin of Columbia college, 
Magee of Princeton and Domotte of 
Cambridge, all of whom approve of it 
and tho principles used. —Pittsburg Post- 
Dispatch. 

A FEARFUL RIDE. 

A Cat Whirled For Eight Hoars on a Fly- I 
wheel. 

In tho Leedom Carpet mills of Bris¬ 
tol, Pa., is a white cat, which has long 
been a pet of the employees iu the insti¬ 
tution and has done many remarkable 
things. The feat for which it will be 
longest remembered, however, was per¬ 
formed the other day. Some time in the 
early morning the cat crawled into the 
eugiuo room and went to sleep in the 
big flywheel. 

The machinery was started about 10 
a. m. Tho engineer and fireman, as the 
wheel revolved, noticed something white 
clinging to the inside, but supposed it 
to be a piece of puper. When the wheel 
stopped at Op. m., the cat rolled to the 
floor. It seemed dazed for a few min¬ 
utes, but soon recovered its bearings and 
has seemed none the worse for its long 
ride—a matter of over 200 miles, as the 
wheel is 14 feet in diameter and makes 
80 revolutions a minute.

Applied in the same 
way to the nests of caterpillars, espe¬ 
cially in the morning or evening when 
the worms are all at home, it will clear 
them out for good in less than an hour.

A RICH CINNABAR FIND. 


John Grimmer’a mine in the Pine 
Flat region, fifteen miles north of 
Healdsbnrg, has been farther devel¬ 
oped in the past few weeks and its 
prospects have created renewed exoite¬ 
ment in that section. Recently a 
ledge was opened and the ore taken 
from it was assayed, and it was found 
to contain 2 per cent silver, 20 per 
cent quioksilver and 27 cents’ gold to 
the 100. This is doubtless the richest 
find that has been made in the Pine 
Flat country in many years and a 
syndicate in San Franoiso has offered 
Mr. Grimmer $20,000 for it, but he 
has refused and is holding out for 
$40,000. The syndicate referred to is 
the same which operated the Mt. Jack- 
son quioksilver mine west of Healds¬ 
bnrg some twenty miles, and at the 
bead of which is Alfred Abbey of Oak¬ 
land.—Tribune, Healdsburg.

FOR ARBITRATION. 

Movement Started In ChiuaGo to Establiiih 
u Permanent Hoard. 

A cominitteo of prominent citizens of 
Chicago has issued a call to all parts of 
tho country for expressions of opinion 
ou the proposition to establish a perma¬ 
nent board of arbitration for tho settle¬ 
ment of differences between this coun¬ 
try and England. After calling atten¬ 
tion to the recent war rumors tho call 
continues: “We suggest and proposo 
that the people of all cities and towns 
of the Union, at their meetings to 
colebrate tho birth of Washington, or at 
special meetings called for the purpose 
on tho Sunday afternoon next following 
or in tlie meetings of their societies, 
clubs, churches, social, religious or com¬ 
mercial organizations nearest in time to 
( Washington's birthday, shall embody 
( their views, each assemblage in its own 
way, ou tho following questions: 

“First.—Do we wish the govern¬ 
ments of the United States and Great 
Britain, by formal treaty, to establish 
arbitration us the method of concluding 
all differences whioh may fail of settle- 
1 moot by diplomacy between tho two 
i powers? 

1 “Second.—Wlmt is your opinion of 
war as a mode of deciding controversies 
between tho United States uud Great 
. Britain? 

1 "Dr. William O. Gray, 69 Dearborn 
street, Chicago, and William E. Doilgo,

the proceedings, which should be sent 
1 iu duplicate, and arrange them for 
’ transmission to tho president of the 
United States and thequoenof England.

THE WEST IS LOSING. 

The Next Census May More tho Center of 
reputation Eastward. 

One of the surprises of the next de¬ 
cennial census maybe the discovery that 
the national center of population has 
moved eastward for tlio first time since 
the government was formed. The state 
censuses taken last year indicate that tho 
east is growing more rapidly than tho 
west. 

In tho five years since 1890 Massa¬ 
chusetts gained in population 263,000, 
or U.7 per cent. The gain of New Jer¬ 
sey in tho same period was 313,000, or 
15.7 per cent. Iowa's corresponding gain 
was 146,000, or 7.0 per cent. Kansas 
reports a loss since 1890, and Oregon s 
increase iu the five years is not quite 8 
per cent.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

FROM SAP TO SUGAR. 


CURIOSITIES OF THE MAPLE 
SUGAR BUSINESS. 

How the Sop la Obtained and How 
Mannfactnred Into Sugar and Syrup 
—A Profitable Thins for the Farm- 
era of Vermont State. 

The Maple Snsar Indnatry. 

The process of making maple sugar 
and syrup Is quite interesting to the 
majority of people of this country. 
While some maple sugar Is made In 
New Hampshire, northern New York j 
and Massachusetts, the bulk of it Is 
manufactured in Vermont. The sap 
of the sugar maple begins to run 
about March 10 usually, and continues 
three or four weeks according to the 
weather. Sap will run only when the 
thermometer registers at least 32 de¬ 
grees F., and stops flowing us soon 
as the frost is out of the ground, or 
directly after the snow is gone. The 
sugar season comes when the Vermont 
farmer cannot profitably employ his 
time otherwise. 

As soon as the weather is favorable 
the Vermont farmer gets out his 
buckets and sets to work tapping his 
trees as quicky as possible. The ma¬ 
ple trees are tapped by boring the 
trunks with a small bit—usually a 
half-inch bit—about 1% inches deep, 
and from one to three feet above the 
ground. Trees are not tapped until 
they are one foot In diameter. After 
tapping, a spout made of clean maple, 


where it Is drawn off as syrup. The 
sap in the pan is kept shallow—about 
one-half inch In depth—and evaporates 
very rapidly. Rapidity of evaporation 
la greatly to be desired, not only on 
the score of economy of time, but 
because the sooner the sap is con¬ 
verted into syrup after it runs from 
the trees, the lighter will be the color 
and the finer the flavor of the syrup 
and sugar. 

The sugar house is a rough little 
building with a shed half full of well- 
dried cordwood. The room is mainly

What is called 
a “good sized” sugar orchard will 
contain from 500 to 800 trees, ami in 
the northern and central parts of Ver¬ 
mont orchards of 2,000 to 4,000 trees 
are not uncommon. 

When tlio sap begins to run well the 
farmer and his family must work 
hard. A man with a large farm will 
employ help outside of his family fre¬ 
quently, and use two or three pair of 
oxen or horses to make the rounds 
of the trees with a sled, on which is 
the large sap tub. into which the sap 
from the buckets is poured. An or¬ 
chard of 700 or 800, or even 1,000 trees, 
need not require the farmer to hire 
help If he has two or three boys In 
the family besides himself. From an 
orchard of 700 trees an ordinary run 
of sap for two days will enable the 
farmer to collect about 80 barrels. 
Sometimes GO barrels of sap can be 
collected from 700 trees in one day.
